At Meeting

Congressman John Phillips, was 
held in the Council Cham bers last 
evening. A lthough the event was 
given under the auspices of the 
R epublican headquarters, it can­ 
not be classified as a Republican

are concerned. 
Mrs. Melba B ennett, chairm an 
of the Palm Springs Republican 
comm ittee, presided.

MR. PHILLIPS' speech won the 
approval of the entire audience.

Mr. Phillips objected to the bill 
because it would harness the vet­ 
erans, create another agency, and 
not fulfill the need for housing. 
He saw no reason w hy our vet­ 
erans should be required to pay 
$10,000 for homes w ith rooms no 
larger th an the fox holes they oc­ 
cupied during the years of war. 
He voted against th e bill.

passed, our veterans are still in 
the sam e position today th at they 
were in before the bill was intro­ 
duced. The V eterans’ comm ittee 
understand Mr. Phillips’ action on 
this question. 
T hey have en­ 
dorsed him and are w orking hard 
to reelect him. 
Congressman Phillips has long 
enjoyed the confidence and trust 
of all Californians.

17 Important Propositions, Vital to 


All Californians, To Appear on Ballot 


Along With Candidates on November 5 


Seventeen m easures, all very 
im portant, appear on the No­ 
vem ber 5 ballot along w ith the 
nam es of candidates for county 
state and national offices. 
Three of the propositions af­ 
fect the state’s veterans, six pro­ 
pose changes in school law s, and 
the rem ainder range from such 
controversial subjects as the fair 
em ploym ent 
practices 
act 
and 
alien land law to creation of a 
court for tax appeals. 
Following is a brief resum e of 
the 17 propositions: 
1. Veterans Bond Act of 1946. 
This act provides for a bond 
issue of one hundred m illion dol­ 
lars $1000,000,000) to be used by 
the V eteran’s W elfare B oard in 
assisting California w ar veterans 
to acquire farm s and homes. 
2. Greyhound Racing.

Live Snakes Now 
On Display Here 
At Desert Museum 


Six live snakes are now on dis­ 
play at the local D esert Museum, 
it was announced by D irector 
Lloyd Mason Sm ith today. The 
species include th e desert gopher 
or bull snake, the king snake, 
and the red racer, in addition 
to the rare Lyre snake. 
One of the gopher snakes is 
a very large specim en, y et quite 
docile; last spring it w as photo­ 
grapher by W infield Line. The 
king snake is th e one th at can 
attack and kill a rattlesnake if 
he is hungry enough and should 
encounter one, Mr. Sm ith pointed 
out. The red racer is so named 
because of its reddish color and 
its great speed. 
The Lyre snake, uncommon on 
our deserts, has a m arking on its 
head in the shape of the musical 
instrum ent, the L yre. It is mildly 
poisonous, having fangs at the 
rear of the upper jaw . These 
specimens 
w ere 
collected 
and 
loaned the D esert M usucm by 
Melvin C. C apper of Palm Valley 
ranch: the L yre snake w as found 
near R iverside and donated by 
Comdr. D am m ers and Mr. Jaeger 
of that city. 
Also on exhibition now is a live 
scorpion, brought in by th e Onas 
W ard’s, and som e “doodle-bug” 
or ant lion larvae, obtained by 
Mrs. R obert Haynes.

Along the way, stops were 
made to gather screw bean mes­ 
quite pods, and to observe the 
seedclusters of the desert palm.

Mason Smith, leader of the n a­ 
ture walk, w hich should be an 
incentive to local hikers. A flood 
this sum m er m ade one radical 
change in the topography of the 
canyon, he added. This flood com­

One of the biggest factors for 
m any children w ho are allergic 
to the chill of m orning a ir w ith­ 
out benefit of w arm ing sunshine 
is being able to w ake up to sun­ 
shine and w alk to school w ithout 
bundling up like an Eskimo. 
These children are much better 
able to cope w ith a chilly after­ 
noon than our very cold w inter 
mornings. Admit it or not, but 
many a 
morning 
has see the 
therm om eter hovering around the 
freezing m ark as late as seven 
.o ’clock. Is it fair to send children 
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to school then so that grown peo­ 
ple m ay sleep and arise to warm, 
sparkling sunshine? 
Also, take radio—w inter eve­ 
nings are pleasant for children if 
they can get in a favorite pro­ 
gram or tw'o before bed time. 
T hat would not be possible under 
the 
proposed 
plan. 
Grownups 
would have to w ait till eleven for 
the popular ten o’clock news. 
The late rising w inter visitors 
w'ake 
up 
to 
sunshine, 
why 
shouldn’t the w orking man and 
woman, as well as the children? 
Can it be that the group who 
w ish to put this plan over have 
never know n w hat it is to go to 
w ork in the pitch dark? I shudder 
w hen I rem em ber m yself w alk­ 
ing several 
blocks 
to the bus 
slop, then w aiting on a cold dark 
coiner for said bus. 
My letters1 lo m y friends and 
family never fail to m ention how 
very w onderful it is to wake up 
to sunshine! And a few—w hat 
right have they, anyway, w ant 
to lake it away! W hat about it, 
parents? Think it over and act!

THE-TARANTULA—P art One 


Right on the heels oí that great 
Old W orld 
disaster, the 
Black 
Death, there arose several hys­ 
terical 
diseases 
that 
s w e p t 
through the already decimated 
populace. One of the most fa­ 
mous of these w as called Tar- 
antism, and was characterized by 
an inordinate desire to dance until 
com pletely exhausted. The dis­ 
ease was supposed to be caused 
by the 
bite of a large black 
ground spider, called the T aran­ 
tula, w hich is common in parts 
of Italy. Only by rabid dancing 
could th e "venom” of this spider 
be counteracted. 


So firm ly entrenched was this 
fourteenth 
century 
superstition 
that hundreds of years later when 
the early European im m igrants 
p o u r e d into the United States 
and m oved w estw ard, the moment 
they chanced upon our American 
species of large ground-dwelling 
spiders, they exclaimed: “There’s 
the T arantula!" and prom ptly in­ 
formed everyone of its venomous 
nature. 


MANY OTHERWISE w ell in­ 
formed people still regard the 
tarantula spider as being quite 
poisonous, if not fatally so. This 
is unfortunate, for the taran tu la’s 
bite is not at all venomous to 
man. E ven if one of these huge

ferocious-looking creatures could 
be induced to bite you, w hich is 
very difficult to accomplish, they 
would penetrate the skin, yes, for 
their m andibles are 
long 
and 
sharp, but the puncture would 
cause no more trouble than any 
break in the skin, the only dan­ 
ger being from infection. As far 
as is known, the only dangerously 
poisonous spider known in the 
whole world is the Black Widow 
spider; the tarantula is definitely 
not. 
The common name "tarantula" 
is not only a m isnom er derived 
from the related and also harm ­ 
less European species, but it is 
also the generic name for a group 
of unrelated spider-like creatures: 
the tailless whip-scorpions. How­ 
ever, these creatures are so com­ 
paratively rare th at little con­ 
fusion has arisen in regard to 
them . 
The 
common 
A m erican 
species of tarantula belongs to 
the genus Eurypelm a, which is 
G reek for "w ide-footed,” and the 
European genus to Lycosa, (Greek 
for "wolf-like"). Some 
persons 
refer to 
the 
tarantula 
as the 
Banana Spider. This is again in 
ignorance, for the spider com­ 
monly living in banana stalks is 
a quite 
unrelated crab 
spider, 
yellowish in color and hairless 
in appearance, quite in contrast to 
the dark brow n or black hirsute 
tarantulas. This "banana spider” 
is also harm less, contrary to gen­ 
eral belief. It belongs to the genus 
H eteropoda, (Greek for "different 
feet”). 


SPIDERS, together w ith scor­ 
pions, 
harvestm en, 
m ites, 
and 
vinegaroons all belong to that 
great class of invertebrate an i­ 
mals, th e A rachnida, but they 
differ from m ost of these other 
relatives in having 
an 
unseg­ 
m ented 
abdomen. 
Spiders 
are 
further grouped in an order called 
A raneida, of which the tara n ­ 
tulas, the most generalized of all, 
form the fam ily A viculariidae. 
Also included in this noted family 
of spiders are the trap-door spid­ 
ers and the giant bird spiders

of South 
America, w h i c h re­ 
putedly spin webs large enough 
to ensnare sm all birds! 
The tarantula is usually noc­ 
turnal in habits, and m ay be es­ 
pecially noted in late evening, 
w andering across the desert floor 
in search of prey. For, unlike the 
web-spinning 
spiders, 
the 
tar­ 
antula does not set a trap to ob­ 
tain food; he has to go aboard 
and stalk it, depending upon ac­ 
tual contact m ore than eyesight 
to detect its presence. He is en­ 
tirely carnivorous in diet, feed­ 
ing on any sm all desert dw ellers 
that he chances upon. 


ORDINARILY when some ob­ 
ject brushes against one of the 
many long tactile hairs on the 
tarantula's 
legs 
or 
body, 
the 
spider im m ediately attacks, sink­ 
ing his long scim itar-like m andi­ 
bles into the unfortunate crea­ 
tu re’s vitals. These qpiercing m an­ 
dibles are also equipped with 8 
sharp teeth on their prom argin, 
and these now come into play, 
grinding through the hard shell 
or skeleton of the prey as the 
body juices are quickly sucked 
out. If the prey is large and the 
spider not too hungry, an empty 
shell, 
com pletely 
drained 
of 
fluids, is left behind. If the ta r­ 
antula is very hungry, he will 
com pletely reduce the entire body 
to a sm all pow dered heap of dry 
detritus. 
The taran tu la is also supposed 
to be capable of leaping great 
distances in attacking. This again 
is wrong. At the most, they can 
spring perhaps a foot or so, but 
certainly no more. 


THE PRIMARY SENSE of the 
tarantula is its sense of touch. 
This explains w hy the tarantula 
is so hairy. Each hair is connected 
by a nerve to the nervous sys­ 
tem, and contact with any object 
sets up a series of reactions. A 
light touch 
would m ean food; 
a rough touch, an enem y. Cold 
w eather also reduces the spider’s 
reactions. The eyes, w hich num ­ 
ber eight, are probably of use 
only in detecting night from day. 
It is doubtful if they can even 
detect large objects, for a hand 
wraved in front of them produces 
no effect w hatsoever, unless the 
breeze caused by the m ovem ent 
strikes the hairs. During mating, 
if, by chance the male loses con­ 
tact 
w ith 
the 
female, he will 
w ander about aim lessly searching 
for her, even though she m ay only 
be an inch or so away, and re ­ 
quires direct contact to detect her 
presence! E xperim ents also prove 
that tarantulas can n eith er hear 
nor 
sm ell; 
consequently, 
they 
must rely solely upon touch. 
The sexes of the tarantula can 
be distinguished in several ways. 
The male is usually alm ost black 
in color; the fem ale, dark brow n­ 
ish gray. The legs of th e male 
are longer and thinner, and there 
is alw ays a prom inent hook at 
the end of the first tibiae; these 
hooks are lacking in the female. 


MATING in tarantulas is an 
elaborate and unusual process. 
W hen a m ale becomes sexually 
m a t u r e , 
after 
several 
years 
grow th, he seeks out a protected 
place 
and 
constructs 
w hat 
is 
called the m ale sperm -web. It

O thers, including our d e se rt spe­ 
cies, 
often 
c o n stru ct 
burrow s, 
using th e ir m an d ib les to loosen 
the soil and th e ir feet to kick it 
out.
